Large particles of 
aspirin seem to cause the most 
trouble since it takes them longer 
to dissolve and consequently they 
are in contact with the stomach 
lining longer. Aspirin with suf­ 
ficient 
buffering 
(such 
as 
Ascriptin) 
almost 
completely 
eliminates the problem of excess 
acidity, bleeding, etc. Also there is 
a type of aspirin that dissolves in 
the intestine rather than 
the 
stomach and all of these problems 
are eliminated. 
Now I don't want to sound like 
death on a white horse, cause 90 
percent of the population can gulp 
down aspirin and go on about their 
business with no problems, but I 
felt like people should be made 
aware of the fact that aspirin, like 
any other drug, can have side ef­ 
fects.

The Press and the American Revolution — 
Henry Makes Famous Speech

Only nine days before, he 
had been sworn in as a 
member of the assembly. 
And now with only 39 out of 
116 m em bers still present 
near the end of the session of 
the House of Burgesses in 
May 1765, the new member 
from the piedmont region of 
Virginia rose to offer a series 
of resolutions against the 
Stamp Act. It was the first 


action of a colonial assembly 
against this parliam entary 
law. 
Patrick Henry, in his first 
legislative 
session 
at 
W illiam sburg. 
alarm ed 
some of 
his more con­ 
servative colleagues 
by 
making a speech which has 
been enshrined in American 
patriotic legend. William 
Wirt, Henry’s 
biographer, 
told in 1817 how the fiery 
orator likened George III to

The next paper to carry

Virginia authorities might 
protest that the assembly 
had not adopted all these 
resolutions, but the im ­ 
pression was circulated that

This calm step did 
not prevent rioting in Boston 
and

denied Parliam ent’s right to

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Wood Paces Pan American B aseballer

ARLINGTON, Tex. UPI - 
Doug Wood leaned back in 
the dugout, looked out at his 
Pan American University 
teammates taking batting 
practice, 
yelled 
en­ 
couragem ent to one in 
particular, and then got to 
the guts of the matter. 
“The thing that makes the 
difference is that they have 
always treated me as if I was 
an equal,” said Wood. “It 
would 
have 
been 


discouraging if they had felt 
sorry for me.” 
But no one need feel sorry 
for Doug Wood. 
Wood is a bespectacled, 18- 
year-old, wavy-haired fresh­ 
man who happened to have 
been born without the lower 
part of his left arm. 
But during his senior year 
at Klein High School in 
suburban Houston Wood 
compiled a 1.86 earned run 
average and threw a no 
hitter. 
And 
when 
Pan 
American coach Al Ogletree 
saw Wood at a major league 


tryout camp in Brenham. 
Tex., last summer, he of­ 
fered 
the 
youngster 
a 
scholarship. 
Since Pan American has 
an experienced pitching 
staff that produced a 61-5 
record 
and pushed 
the 
Broncs 
into 
the 
NCAA 
playoffs. Wood saw only two 
innings of action all season. 
“But I didn’t gave Doug a 
scholarship to boost his 
morale,” said Ogletree. “He 
can do it all. He is probably a 
year away from being a top 
college pitcher, but he has 


got the pitches.” 
Wood’s left arm ends just 
below the elbow, but he has 
learned to use that part of his 
body to full advantage 
When he throws to the 
plate, Wood tucks his glove 
underneath his partical arm 
Then, as he follows through 
in his delivery, his right 
hand sweeps around directly 
into the glove so that he is 
instantly ready to change 


from a pitcher into a fielder. 
“I never had any doubts 
that I could compete,” said 
Wood, 
whose 
ultimate 
ambition is a career in 
coaching. “I had two older 
brothers so it was natural 
that I play with them. 
“I never looked at my not 
having 
a 
left 
arm 
as 
something I had to over­ 
come. I had never had one. It 
was not like I had lost it in an 


accident. I was always 
naturally corrdinated. It was 
just a case of developing my 
skills.” 
Wood was put into a game 
this season in the seventh 
inning against Nebraska- 
Omaha. He retired the op­ 
position without any damage 
and the last out turned out to 
be a memorable one. 
“The batter hit a line drive 
right back at Doug,” said 


Ogletree. “And Doug was 
ready for it. He caught it 
right here holding his hand 
in front of his chest. 
“ Finesse pitchers stay 
around a lot longer.” 
Wood has already been 
around baseball a lot longer 
than some people expected.

By DAY PAULEY 
UPI Women’s Editor 
NEW YORK (UPI) - All 
the rewards for a woman's 
career in real estate sound

It m eans money, meeting 
people, 
and that 
m agic 
ingredient 
called 
self- 
fulfillment. 
But hold on there before 
you plunge into the field It 
also can be a dive into a 
ca reer 
w here 
the 
unknowledgeable 
fail 
and 
the disappointm ents are 
disastrous. 
The 
pros 
and 
cons 
of 
women selling real estate 
are outlined by Mrs. John H. 
H irt, 
of 
Indianapolis, 
president of the Women’s 
Council of Realtors, and a 
sales record of better than $1 
million per year for the last 
12 years. Her specialty is 
residential properties. 
The council is part of the 
N ational 
A ssociation 
of 
Realtors, which sets the code 
of ethics for its half million 
m em bers. 
Som e 
12,500 
women are in the council 
alone and Mrs. Hirt said it 
would be anybody’s guess 
the total of women brokers 
today. She does know their 
numbers 
are 
rapidly 
in­ 
creasing “and I doubt if 
w e’ve yet scratched the sur­ 
face.” 
Helen Hirt is definitely pro 
women 
in 
the field, 
but 
warns that the one who says, 
“ I like people, I like houses, 
so I’m a natural” is not apt 
to make it.

It is not a get 
rich quick business,” she 
said “The idea that all you 
have to is have a car and call 
up some of your friends is 
nonsense. 
“Actually, you 
have to 
m ake 
a 
com m itm ent, 
exam ine your goals, have an 
u n d e r sta n d in g 
fa m ily 
because there are night calls 
and weekends of showing 
property. You’re in for a 
sevenday week.”

DEAR POLLY — A cigarette accidentally dropped on 
our teak dining table. Fortunately it was discovered before 
a hole was burned but a small brown scorch mark does re­ 
main.

DEAR JANE — Sometimes slight burn marks can be 
removed from furniture by just rubbing with polish or­ 
dinarily used. I have had some success rubbing on 
petroleum jelly, letting it stand for several hours and then 
rubbing it off well. This was on a table with a shellac finish. 
If the top of your table has a varnish or shellac finish daub a 
cloth dampened with spirits of camphor on it. Let dry and 
then polish.

DEAR READERS — I never cease to be amazed. You always 
come up with clever uses for anything and everything. By making 
something out of most anything you are all helping the ecology 
problem — and in such pleasant ways. Consequently I knew you 
would have some ideas for Mrs. C.B.S. who wanted to know how 
she could use an accumulation of plastic rollers from adding 
machine tapes. 
A.C.T. wrote that they make neat rollers for curling one’s hair. 
They are about the same size and shape as the beauty shops use. 
Bobby pins will secure them. 
Mrs. L.S. had her husband unhook the wire from the tops of 
wire coat hangers, put seven of these rolls across the straight 
wire at the bottom and then bend the hanger top back together 
again. You then have excellent pants or slacks hangers as the 
rollers prevent a crease. She also suggested some of these be 
strung on a ribbon to make a toy for a baby that could be easily 
washed when soiled. 
Mickey R. wrote that such rollers make good handles for 
packages tied with stout twine. Slip the twine through the tubing 
(use either one or two rollers) and allow enough play between the 
handle and the package and tie twine accordingly. 
Linda says she places a few on end and glues them together 
with that white all-purpose glue to make a nice pen or pencil 
holder. 
Mrs. R.S. uses these adding machine tape spools as ornaments 
in her macrame work and also in other decorative projects. They 
can be strung on cord and can be painted any desired color. 
Mrs. J.P. suggests wrapping odd lengths of elastic, lace, 
ricrac, seam binding, twill tape or pieces of ribbon around such 
spools, tape the ends to avoid creases or tangles.
